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What mi^hthavG been a tragedy was 
ftverted by tho pluuk of a woman in 
Worcester.— Tlio (acts are thus relat- 
ed by the Worcester "Gazette" 

Yesterday afternoon u young lady 
vras alone at her father's residence in 
tho northerly part of ward 2,her father 
being out of town and her mother out 
for ari afternoon drive. She has sev- 
eral years been fam'liar with pistol 
practice, and to while away an hour 
she took hor weapon to tho garden and 
fired it several times, it not having been 
before discharged since last autumn. 
"When she returned to the house she 
cleaned and reloaded the pistol and 
laid it on a tahle in a passage leading 
from tho main hall of tho house to the 
dining- room, after which she sat down 
in a sewiug-room to her work. Soon 
after she beard a door shut and foot- 
steps crossing the dining-room.— 
Knowing that she was alone in tho 
houRe, she was alarmed, and started to 
see who had entered the house, when 
she was met at the door of the sewing 
room by a burly and evil-looking 
tramp, appearently about forty years 
of a^e, of a stout, thick build, with 
aaudy, matted hair and beard, and 
wearing a black bloueh hat pulled over 
his eyes, and dark, shabby clothing. 
As he approach ad hor she accosted 
him wi h 1 1 What do you want hero?" 
to which he answered that he wanted 
something to eat. — She replied, "If 
you want food it would bo better to 
ring the bell or knock at tho door, than 
to come into a liouso in this way."— 
"Well, if you don't want moinhoro you'd 
better keo[> your doors locked," was the 
doggod answer. The lady then told 
him if he wanted food ho should have 
it, she would go and get him some- 
thing to eat; when ho auswered that he 
didn't want -anything to eat, ho want- 
ed money. She told him she had no 
money for him, but ho could have all 
tho food bo nooded, and sho passed by 
him through tho hall toward tho din- 
ing-room, with the intent to get pos- 
session of her pistol. He again re- 
peated his assertion that ho wanted 
money, and she told him to stay where 
he was and she would bring him some 
food. He followed her in spite, of a 
second injunction to stay whero he 
was, to the pantry beyond the dining- 
room. 

As she went through the passage 
she erasped tho pistol without his ob- 
serving it, and cocking it put it in her 
pocket. As ho approached tho pantry 
he said "You're all alone here, ain't 
you?" 'She replied, "No, I am not!" 
•when he said, "Yes, you are, I know 
all about it!" She took a plate of 
biscuit from tho shelf and handed it 
toward him tolling him ho could take 
as many us ho wanted, when ho said, 
"I told you I didn't want anything to 
eat, but J want them rings on your 
hand, and you'd better give them to 
me without making any noise or fuss!" 
stepping toward her with his "great, 
dirty hands," an she describes them, 
afcretubed out to grasp her. 
Qho foil back, and drawing tho 
cocked pistol from her pocket pre- 
sented it full in his faco, with a 
"Stand back!" "Tho devil I" ojacu- 
Jated, the rascal, no little disconcerted 
by the unexpected resistance. Seeing 
j^s dei -oraluation the lady quickly 
said, "Yes, and you'll soo him pretty 
quickjif you don't get out of here! and 
you'd bettor not try your gamos in this 
neighborhood either, for all tho women 
know how to uso these things! You'd 
bettor get out as soon as possible!" 

The follow retreated while she was 
Hpeaking, and she kept him covered 
with tho weapon until ho was outside 
tljp (.Jour, when sho locked it,, and as 
he went haf.iily down the street she 
panic' tq tho f|oor, exhausted and faint 
vf'it'h' tho strain -of tho encounter. In 
annwor to a question who she did not 
shoot the scoundrel outright, sho said 
sho did think of it, but her pistol car- 
ried only one cartridgo, and sho know 
that if siio fired and missed him sho 
Would bo at his mercy, and 6he savod 
her bullet as hor la»t chanco. She 
\vouk] have followed him on tho stroot 
and caused Ma apprehension, but sho 
was plreioally prostrated by oxcitemont 
and it was impossible. Sho is a frail, 
dolicato person, and those who know 
her most intimately only wonder that 
flho had strength to drive tho rascal 
irpm tho house. Tho police wero im- 
mediately notified of tho ^occurence, 
and'oftbrts wore made to iind him, 
i'ast evening, but without success. 



Racing is on the decline in England 
A correspondent of a Now York paper 
says there is no doubt, notwithstand- 
ing tho exaggerations of tho descrip- 
tive reporters, that tho multitudo on 
the Downs was less this year than us- 
ual, and very little interest has been 
taken in tho contest.

The Dawn of Prosperity. 

Matters are gradually righting thora- 
aelvos in this Province The dark olouda 
that so long hung over us like a pall are 
beginning to roll away, and already we 
oatoh a glimpse hero and there of the 
brigbt sky that lies beyond. The statis- 
tics which we givo elsowhoro in this issue 
respecting the number and value of the 
improvement? already undorweigh or 
projected in this Provinco will staitle 
many of our readers by their magnitude. 
Yot they have been carefully compiled 
from tho most reliablo sources and will 
BtaDd the test of a crucial examination. 
Tho expenditure of such large sums with- 
in tho limits of tho Province during 
tho next 18 months cannot fail to advance 
every industrial enterprise, enhance the 
value of real estate, and induce other and 
greater expenditures by the Federal Gov- 
ernment aud private individuals. As for 
tho Local Government's expenditure, it 
is quite well understood that with tho 
close of tho general elections they will 
bo prepared to disband at least one- 
half the staff employed at the Lands and 
Works Department. Without, therefore, 
taking Local Government expenditure in- 
to consideration at all, there is work 
enough already undorweigh and project- 
ed to provide a largo number of men who 
are able and willing to work with per- 
manent employment at good wages for at 
least two years to come. At tho moment 
of writing both skilled and unskilled la- 
borers are needed. Works are lagging 
for want of hands to carry them on. 
Contractors, to whom the very idea of 
■ employing Chinese iabor is abhorrent, 
aro still .orced to avail themselves of that 
kind of help owing to the scarcity of 
white hands. And yot there was nevor u 
time in tho history of tho Province when 
a well-directed effort on tho part of tho 
Government could securo as full a supply 
of labor as uow. Three years ago tho Lo- 
cal Government placarded the California 
railway stations with glaring posters an- 
nouncing a freo grant of 230 acres of laud 
to every man, woman and child who 
might come to British Columbia to settle 
Tuis offer, of course, was "a mockery, a 
djlusion and a snare." When the immi- 
grants arrived they found tho Govern- 
ment unprepared to carry out its pledge, 
and they returned disgusted. At this 
moment there occurs an opportunity for 
tho Government to atone somewhat for 
tho fraud it perpetrated iu 1872, and 
evince (what they have never evinced yet) 
an houeat desiro to advonco the country. 
California has more immigrants than she 
knows well what to do with. Every board- 
ing-house and cheap hotel is tilled to 
overflowing with great, brawny, muscular 
men, willing and anxious to work at rea- 
sonable rates. Many of these men if at 
traded to this country by a well-devised 
scheme, (which might or might not in- 
volve pecuniary assistance by tho Gov- 
ernment) would rind work at their 
different trades, and would remain to 
settle iu the country. In the Estimates 
litely passed appears the sum of §4,000 
for immigration purposes. Iu what way 
is this sum being spent V Tho country is 
kept in the dark. Beyond the sending 
of a few families from New Brunswick to 
Seymour Narrows, where they could not 
be induced to remain, we have heard of 
no oflort being made by tho Government 
to draw population hither. Even the 
Local Government organ — well filled as it 
is with "pap" to Bound Us patron's 
praises — was forced to acknowledge a few 
days ago that tho Government were doing 
absolutely nothing towards either briug- 
ing people hero or locking after tho few 
who reached tho Province through pri- 
vate representations after they arrived, or 
furnishing them with information indis- 
pensable to a newly a 'rived immigrant. 
When the government o>f a Province has 
fallen into such listless, apathetic hands 
that oven the chief exponent of that Gov 
ernment is forced by thepreasure of public 
opinion to cry out that everything is"go- 
iug to the demnition bow-wows" it is 
high time for tho people to insist upon a 
change. However, bad as it is, the Gov- 
ernment must bo tolerated until tho House 
meets; and if they wish to repair in a 
measure (they can novor wholly repair it) 
tho injury they did the Province in 1872 
they ought to lose no time in ascertain 
ing the labor- wants of our contractors. 
Having ascertained, thoao they should 
open negotiations immediately with some 
of the Labor Exchanges at San Frnncisco 
for tho supply of tho necoBsary hands. 
Wo feel certain that, unless action 
of this kind be taken, some of Iho works 
HOW undor contract will have to bo stop 
pod, entirely or the contractors will be 
forced against their wishes to employ 
Chinamen. Mr. Sprout, tho excellout 
Agout-Goneral of the Province at London, 
is in tho Province. He will shortly pass 
through San Franoisoo on his return to 
England. Hero is a grand opportunity 
for tho Government to commission him 
to make known tho country's wants in 
California with a- view to directing a por- 
tion of tho Golden Statu's surplus popu- 
lation to our shores.

List ol' Improvements Underweigb 
und Projected. 

We have compiled a list of tlio most 
important works underweigb or project- 
ed at Victoria, Xanoimo and New West 
minster, and tho cost thereof. It will bo 
seen that the list is extensive and the 
aggregato (when the present is compared 
with any previous season) very large. 
On every siilo tho sound of the hammer 
and trowel is heard. Nut oven in tho days 
of '02, which we have been accustomed 
to refer to as "palmy," was there so much 
building undertaken. Tho structures of 
that period were of a transient, shell like 
character, exactly in keeping with tho 
ideas of the immigrants who came to dig 
gold, make their fortunes in a few mouths, 
or years at farthest, and then Hit away to 
boido more congenial clime to spend 
their money. Tue buildings of tho pro- 
sent day are of a substantial land. At 
the existing rate of progress both sides 
of Government street will soon be lined 
with brick and stono business houses 
of a character consonant with 
tho ideas of tho present popu- 
lation, who having acquired settled iu- 
terests in the Province, have imparted 
their ideas to their buildings. Therefore, 
the •fce-fitory straggling structures, de- 
TjkA W paint or adornment of any kind, 
linad with calico and paper, and con- 
spicuous for tiu ii tumble down look, are 
about to give way to handsome brick edi- 
fices that will be ornaments to tho city. 
Tho same improvement is noticed in the 
suburban Villas now under contract. 
Most of there are very handsome and 
some are elegant in finish anil in the 
park-like adornment of the grounds sur- 
rounding them, l'he owners seem to have 
made Up their minds to remain in tho 
country for a lifetimo, so they hare laid 
tho foundations of their houses both broad 
and deep.

In addition to the above list u colTer 
dam is to be» built at Esquimalt at a cost 
of ?<!(), 000; the Victoria Corporation will 
expend 850,000 on waterworks; and the 
Harewood Coal Company are putting in 
an (Briul tramway and building a wharf 
at Nanaimn at a very heavy cost, 
of which we cannot venture upon an ap- 
proximation. 

At Nanaiino and Now Westminster nu- 
merous private residences are under con- 
trect— aKRregnting about §50,000. The 
Provincial Government havo borrowed 
$900,000 from the Canadian Government 
and propose to expend about f?300,OHO on 
roads and bridges in tho various districts; 
and last, but not least, tho Canadian Gov- 
ernment will expend about $275,000 Ihi3 
year in surveying tho Province for a 
practical railway route. Hero, then, we 
havo a total expenditure from private 
and public sources of 

$1,310,700 

all of which will bo laid out in tho Pro- 
vince within tho next 18 months.

We are conlitlent, therefore, that the 1 
scientific conclusions reached by Dr. 
Samuel W. Francis will be welcomed by 
all who contemplate passing tho summer 
months in the mosquito-bearing districts. 
The doctor declares it to be his firm con- 
viction that genus culux was created for 
the purpose of driving man out of the 
malarial districts. Since, however, man 
is thick-headed, nnd often won't go when 
he is driven Providence has commis- 
sioned tho mosquito first to punish him 
for coming', and then to apply a prophy- 
lactic in view of the malaria he must of 
necessity inhale. That is to Bay, she (for 
it is only the female mosquito that bites) 
hypodertnically injects into the wound a 
fluid which possesses the properties of 
quinine. 

In the course of it recent article on the 
Catholic school question in tho United 
States, the Chicago 'tribune makes the as- 
tonishing statement th.it in New Hamp- 
shire Roman Catholics are ineligible to 
offioe.

Inquo3t. 

At 2 o'clock yesterday Hon. A.F. Fotn- 
borton, hold an inquest on tho body of 
Wm. C. Hadley who committed suicide 
Wednesday afternoon. 

The following gontlenion woro sworn 
in ns a jury: Messrs. Logan, D. Warren, 
W.C Kohinson, 0. Carlton, A. B.Straohau, 
T. Cuniffe, 

Mr. W.C. Robinson having boon oleotod 
Foreman, tho Jury proceeded to viow tho 
body which lay in the same condition as 
when found on Wednesday. On returning, 

Oapt. Pritohard being called and sworn, 
deposed that about 5:30 a.m. on Wednes- 
day ho turned out to go to his sloop to 
work. Ho spoko to Hadloy and asked 
him if ho was awake. Deceased replied 
"yes,'' and in answer to further question 
said ho was all right, never felt botter, 
and would soon be able to return to bus- 
iness. Pritchard then called Mr. Thos. 
Cooper, also living in tho same building, 
and again speaking to deceased said, 
"good bye, Bill," and went off to work. 
Ho hart to uso a great deal of water on 
tho sloop, and getting wet returned about 
2:30 p. m. to change his clotbos, and 
knocked at tho door of tho house; could 
not make anyone hear, and thought Had- 
ley must have gone to tho Custom house. 
Went to Peter Steelo's and procured u 
key with which ho got in at the front 
door. Took a look in at deceased's room 
and saw him sitting iu a chair with his 
legs placed in another. Tlio room being 
rather dark ho could not soo very plainly 
and thinking Hadley was asleep called 
out to him, "What are you tloing asleep 
at this time of day?" Looking at him 
mora attentively the idea that ho was 
dead suddenly struck witness, and with 
the exclamation, "Good God!'' ho strode 
close up to tho body and saw tho mark of 
tho bullet on the deceased's tomple and 
tho blood upon his face. Witness then 
ran out to Peter Steele, who informed the 
police. 

In answer to tho Coroner, witness said 
the body was quite cold, and the blood 
upon the face dry when found, and it was 
his opinion from tho marks on tho head 
and the pistol in the hands of deceased, 
that ho must havo shot himself. 

Inspector Bowden gave evidence to the 
effect that ho had boon to tho houso of 
deceased on Wednesday afternoon nud 
found him lying as described by last 
witness. Ho had discovered amongst 
Hadley's papers a note which hud boon 
presented to Jus. Jennette according to 
tho direction written upon it and opened 
by him. 

The note was then handed to the Coro- 
ner and read as follows: 

"Friend Joseph — I wish you good 
bye. Give Liy best regard to all. I am 
going to leave you. You had better take 
tho package out of the chest, as I do not 
know who it belongs to. Good byo. God 
bless you. (Signed) W.O.Haddet." 

This note was directed to Jos. Jennette 
on the onvelopo and to Chas. G. Young 
ou tho iusido. (On investigation it 
turned out that both names were owned 
by tho sumo person.; 

Tho pistol, a large six-ohambered Colt's 
revolver, was then produced. Two chain- 
were still londed, ono being ulso capped, 
and ono having ovinently been discharg- 
ed. Know nothing, except by hearsay, 
as to the stato of deceased's mind. 

Geo. C. Young called and sworn — Said 
that Young was his proper name; Jen- 
nette was a name ho hail gone by ou board 
ship, and by which ho was still known. 
Witness had lived with deceased off and 
on over since Hadley come down , from 
Westminster; went to see deceased almost 
every day. Went on Wednesday, but 
could not get in. Ho gavo evidence to 
show that deceased was reasonable and 
quiet. On Friday last deceased asked 
him tn take charge of his papers, and to 
v;rite homo for him in tho event of his 
not getting over tho illness from which 
ho was then suffering, and for which Dr 
Helmcken was then attending him; tried 
to laugh him out of his despondency, but 
took tho papers and afterwards tooktnem 
back again finding deceased recovering, 
fn answer to the foreman, witness suiel 
that the deceased was not in tho habit of 
going ou long sprees, and did not neglect 
his work; but that he had been ill lately 
with rheumatism and had his meals 
brought to him. In answer to tho Corou- 
or, witness said he could assign no cause 
for deceased killing himself. Thought ho 
was in his right mind when he came hack 
a fewdays ago after being away for t wo or 
three days. Deceased was about -17 yetus 
of ago and a native of Springfield, Massa- 
chusetts. 

Robert Lawson deposed that bo called 
on deceased about Hi'M) on Wednesday 
morning, and asked him for a revolver 
nnd other articles, tho property of the 
Customhouse. Hadley said it was all 
right; he would bring them over in the 
course of tho day. His mind seemed to 
be troubled. Witness bad not seen de- 
ceased alivo since. 

C. K. Wylde deposed: Had known de- 
ceased 14 or 15 years; he had been 13 
years in Government service; ho was a 
good officer; there was uothing wrong 
with him until about 10 days ago, when 
ho absented himself from work for about 
a week. He said on Friday when ho 
came back that he had been away in the 
woods and thought ho must havo been 
crazy for tho last three days or so. Wit- 
said that deceased hud always bore :t 
most exemplary character, and that dur- 
ing the 12 years that he had been in the 
Borvieo tho collector had never had occa- 
sion to reprimand him. Witness here 
made somo reference to newspaper ro 
ports; but tho Coroner explained that 
tho business before the jury was (imply 
to ascertain the cause of death. Witness 
said further that ho thought deceased 
was troubled in his mind about private 
matters. 

Tho Coroner then, in a few remarks, 
delivered tho easo to tho jury, and aftor 
a short consultation they returned a ver- 
dict of suioido during a fit of temporary 
insanity. 

Mr. W. C. Robinson, tho foreman, then 
stated that he wished to express on 
opinion on the part of tho jury concern- 
ing a paragraph which appeared in The 
Colonist, respecting the deceased having 
been warned by tho Collector an most 
uncalled for, and wished to say that the 
jury wore satisfied that deceased boro a 
good character.

Teacher's Convention. 



Tho convention met in tho Asso m- 
bly rooms at 7 o'clock on Wednesday. 
It was very well atttended. Consider- 
able interest most havo boon felt in 
the subject of geography, if fcho dis- 
cussion arising and methods proposed 
by different touchers on Mr. Halli- 
day's essay on tho subjoct may bo ta- 
ken as a criterion. Teaching, read- 
ing and tlio text books, were taken up 
by Mr. Ploaco, ft very able, oloquont 
and exhaustive paper being read by 
him, for which ho received a high anil 
deserved eulogium from those present. 
Mr. Jones strongly condemned the 
whole systom of text books, and the 
confining of any teacher to particular 
books. Mr. Jessop handled tho ar- 
guments of Mr. Jones, against unifor- 
mity very roughly, giving most con- 
vincing arguments in favour of adopt- 
ing some uniform series. A sorios of 
resolutions were then read and laid 
oa tho table for further consideration. 
The following resolution was then put 
and carried with an unanimous voice, 
and spoken to in a very able and feel- 
ing manner: 

Resolved that as a better opportu- 
nity may not occur of tho presence of 
so many teachers, it becomes us to 
move a vote of thanks for the kindness 
extended to us by J. Jessop, Esq., 
Superintendent of Education, in pre- 
siding at our convention and guiding 
our discussions into a proper eliannol. 
That wo as teaehors wiab to express in 
this way our high regard for him as 
a man and as our head in educational 
matters, and hope that tho good feed- 
ing existing between him and tho tea- 
chers may long continue. 

A resolution proposed by Mr. Jones 
and seconded by Mr. McMillan, con 
demning tho bribing of children by 
teaehors with candies, books, etc., as 
wrong in principle and injurious to the 
pupils and curtain to plaoo his successor 
man unfair position, was carriod unani- 
mously.

Europe. 

London, July 3 — There havo been 
several heavy failures, caused by the 
suspension of Alex Collie & Co' 

Dublin, July 3. — Tho shooting for 
the "All Ireland Challenge Shield," 
took plaeo at Dolly .Mount to-day.

Dublin, Belfast and New York clubs;

Dublin, 5b'9; Amateur, New York, 
558; B« lfast, 528. 

The mi tc i for the "Freeman's Jour- 
nal" cup to-day resulted in a tie be- 
tween Fulton, of the American team, 
and Doylo of tho Irish. The tio is to 
be decided by shooting at ordinary 
targets. 

In tho closing matches to-day Wil- 
son, of the Belfast club, won the Wil- 
kes cup. Coleman and Giklersleeve, 
of the Americ tn team, made four 
bullseyos each at 500 yards. In the 
contest for the hundred guinea cup 
Coleman won the final shot, but the 
cup goes to Giklersleeve under the 
rules, ns Coleman won the Spencer 
cup. A strong and irregular wind 
blew during tho shooting. 

There was an immeuue crowd pro. 
sent nt tho exhibition which took plaeo 
to-night for the distribution of prizes, 
which included badges for ouch mem- 
ber of the American team. 

Lord Mayor Leech and Sir James 
Maelcny made speeches congratulating 
tho Americans on t heir victory. Mayor 
Leech said the victory would serve us 
an additional tio between the two 
oountries. 

Gildorsleovo losponded and thank- 
ed the Lord Mayor and all others in 
Dublin and Ireland generally for 
their warm hospitality and thogonorous 
applause that had been accorded his 
countrymen, and assured them that 
tho occasion would never bo forgotten 
by Americans. 

At tho conclusion of his remarks, ho 
presented an elegant cup of American 
silvor and manufacture, fo be shot for 
annually by tho Irish riflemen. Tho 
gift was enthusiastically received. 

On Monday, tlio American parly 
will niako an exoufftion' to county 
Wicklow. A garden parly in honor 
of the American team was given this 



afternoon by Vernon at Clontarf Cas- 
tle. There was a largo attendance of 
nobility and gentry present. 

Madrid, July 7.— Gen. Dorregnry, 
with fourteen battalions, comprising 
almost tho entire Carlist force in Val- 
encia and Arragon has rapidly crossod 
tho Hu'sja and Serida railway be- 
tween tho stations Tordientt and Sol- 
gun, and retreated in tho direction of 
Baebastro. It is belioved that he is 
going to Urge], but as he lacks caval- 
ry to operate in that district, which 
is free of mountains und full of liberals, 
it will be impossible for him to remain 
there. The Carlists travelled ninety 
kilometres in one day. Their flight 
liberates four provinces. 

Bourke, under secretary of the foro'gn 
department, replied that all the papers in 
regard to Khiva had boon laid before the 
House and other communications on the 
question of Central Asia had been ex- 
changed. Ho was sure when they were 
produced tho houso and country would 
approve the oourso of tho government 
and recognize tho spirit of friendliness 
which characterized tlio entire correspon- 
dence. Nobody could deny that Russia 
had broken hor engage mints in regard to 
Khiva. He would not discuss this sub- 
ject, for obvious reasons. Both Russia 
and Great Britain ought to recognize the 
interest they have in maintaining a rea- 
sonable distanoo between their respective 
frontiers in Asia. Tho English govern- 
ment was fully aware of tho danger at- 
tending tho advance of tho frontier of 
either power. The govornmont did not 
think that an arrangomont sotting off and 
defining certain territory between them as 
neutral ground was feasible. It would 
be sure to lead to mutual misunderstand- 
ings. Therefore government did not in- 
tend to tutor into a formal agreement on 
such basis. England wished to thow 
she was not ail aggressive oower and had 
no desire to extend tho Indian frontier. 
During the maiutonanco of tho present 
status the government held itself frea to 
enter into any alliances with nations on 
her frontiors which might point as neces- 
sary to tho cultivation of friendship with 
Afghanistan. There- was no new policy on 
the part of Great Britain.

The Finding of tho Sails of Nelson's 
Flag Ship. 

(From the Telegraph, M»y 3.) 

While rummaging lately in an out-of- 
the-way loft iu the Dockyard at Chatham 
there have been found certain old waifs' 
concerning which a fow words ought, we 
think, to bo said. In appearanoe the 
relios Boomed nothing better than three 
or four bundles of navy canvass; and a 
marine-store dealer, turning them over, 
would have offered a vory little indeed 
for the lot. Thoro was a maintop sail, 
a foretop gallant sail, and a foretop sail,' 
which had nil o-idently be.ongod to a* 
largo vessel; but tho canvas was wither- 
ed and mildewed, the bolt-ropeB had 
perished, tho criugles and thimbles were 
rusted, and besides all this the clothB of 
the musty suit were tattered and torn in 
tho most extraordinary manner, so that it 
would have puzzled a master sailmaker 
to cut out from tho biggest the lugsail 
for a man-of-war's pinnaoo. This useless 
canvas was on the point of being con- 
demned to the "clearing-out" auotion, 
along with other rubbish, when somebody 
thought of overhauling it for further in- 
formation. Upon the bonnet of ono of 
tho sails was then found marked "Miller, 
Contractor, Portsmouth, 1805," and fast- 
ened to the stops of another was a label 
bearing an inscription which in a moment 
changed the value of that yellow old dnok 
into something that, if the Lords of the 
Admiralty know their business, all the 
marine store dealers living havo not cash 
enough to buy. For written ou the label 
was "H. M. H ■ Victory. 1805," and it was 
at once perceived ihal the. e same topsails 
were none other than the fore and main 
upper canvas of the noble „hip in winch 
Nt-lson led the wpather division of the 
British fleet on the ever glorious day of 
Trafalgar. Those rents ami tatters, too, 
in the venerable stuff, wt-r« n t the !a-. a' 
ges of time or Uoles gnawed bv dookvard 
ruts, but the thick and honorable wounds 
which our bravo old fighting ship took 
aloft when Trench and Spanish shot tore 
screaming over her tops, that time Nel- 
son wus bearing down upon Villeneuve 
aid Urtvina, amid the thickening fire and 
smoke of that tremendous uo.»u on the 
21st of October, 1805 In the foreton sail 
thoro were eighty holes, great and small; 
in tho maintop sail there wero more than 
four dozen shot and bullet marks. In a 
word, this was part of tho verv suit that 
tho famous old lino-of- battle ship beat on 
going into action; and, when the battle 
was ovor, those very sails, ns full of holes 
as a potato strainer, carried the Viclory 
with the dead Admiral's body on binri' 
into Gibraltar, as Stan field has painted it' 
and as immortal hi tory records. Once 
safe at tho Book, the gallaut vessel, no 
doubt, sent down her damaged gear, 'and 
1 heso among thorn, after whioh, setting 
new gear, she sailed homo, as wo all know, 
bunging tho corpso of tho great victor 
into Portsmouth. Tho Victory was sub- 
seqnently paid off at Chatham, but how 
the relics camo thus sadly to pass out of 
notice and knowledge is a reflection on 
tho authorities; but thore, at all events, 
they have reposed for seventy long years,' 
and probably thoso who unrolled tho old 
stuff and shook out its bunts last week 
wore tho first to clap oyes upon tho can- 
non-rents sinoo tho hour when, with tho 
blood upon hor deoks not yet dry, and 
the splintersof battle still white and' fresh 
upon hor, tho Viotory's forotopm'en rolled 
up her shot-torn pinions and laid them 
b.V. ^
